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of qualified nursing staff 
available to be on-call. Sev¬ 
eral local nurses, who wish 
to keep their identity a se¬ 
cret, have pointed out that 
this is only part of the prob¬ 
lem with Didsbury’s obstet¬ 
rics services. 

The Didsbury Hospital 
does not have an operating 
room, so if there was a prob¬ 
lem during a delivery, 
Didsbury’s Dr. Congdon 
says the patient would have 
to be transferred elsewhere. 

“We have not had an op¬ 
erating room since joining 
the Calgary Health Region,” 
said Dr. Congdon. “In the 
situation where a c-section 
would be needed that patient 
would need to be transferred 
to another hospital. This 
could happen for a number 
of other reasons too. When 


providing obstetrics without 
surgery, the level of concern 
has to be higher and you 
have to be more prepared.” 

The Didsbury Hospital 
was only accepting low risk 
births, which is judged 
through a standard mecha¬ 
nism the CHR has for scor¬ 
ing risk. This mechanism 
was being utilized at the 
hospital. 

Another concern for offer¬ 
ing obstetrics at the hospi¬ 
tal is the fact there is no 
anaesthesiologist. 

“Having no 

anaesthesiologist means a 
woman can not have an epi¬ 
dural during her delivery,” 
said Dr. Congdon. “My ex¬ 
pectation is this will not be 
available in the future ei¬ 
ther.” 

This is one of the limita¬ 


tions of not having an on 
hand anaesthesiologist. 

"We are reviewing obstet¬ 
rics care across the Calgary 
Health Region,” said Dr. 
Congdon. “We are looking at 
all rural obstetrics pro¬ 
grams. We want to be able 
to sustain a program, not 
keep going back and forth to 
having one, then not, hav¬ 
ing one, then not. It comes 
down to patient safety, if you 
are going to have a program 
we want it to be safe.” 

The review is expected to 
take approximately six 
months. 

“We are looking forward to 
working with our physicians 
and the Region to huild a foun¬ 
dation of trust and collaboration 
that will promote a healthy hos¬ 
pital in a healthy community,” 
said mayor Moore.

for those who have heard her 
speak before, because Dr. 
Borba always uses the term 
“going deeper”.” 

According to Heather 
Henderson-Hill, deputy su¬ 
perintendent, CESD, most of 
the schools that had staff at¬ 
tending also have research 
projects based on character 
education. Didsbury High 
School also had staff attend¬ 
ing. 

“All of our staff, except 
one who was grading diplo¬ 
mas, attended,” said DHS 
principal Steve Thompson. 
“It was an excellent day.” 

DHS has been focusing on 
character building since 
Sept. 2003. 

“This is sort of mid-way 
in our three year plan,” 
said Thompson. “We were 
working on respect at the 
start of the year, and at the 
beginning of Dec. we started 
on caring, just in time for 
the Christmas season.” 

Thompson said the caring 
has continued on this year 


and fits in well with the Tsu¬ 
nami relief. 

“The three local schools 
came together for the first 
time ever, and did a concert 
to raise money for the Tsu¬ 
nami relief,” said Thompson.

All three local schools are 
participating in character 
education.

MYRON THOMPSON’S COLUMN 

Thompson concerned about 
Liberal do-not call Bill

‘A Thought for Each Day 


Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose has expressed con¬ 
cerns about bill C-37, the 
proposed Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecommu¬ 
nications Commission 
(CRTC) do-not call registry. 
The bill will simply give the 
CRTC the power to levy 
substantial penalties 
against telemarketers and 
to contract with a private 
sector third party to oper¬ 
ate the service. 

“The major problem with 
the bill is it contains no sub- 
stancp There are no details 
about how the registry will 
be maintained by the CRTC 
regarding: what informa¬ 
tion will be required of con¬ 


sumers, how telemarketers 
will check the list, how of¬ 
ten telemarketers will be re¬ 
quired to check the list, who 
will have access to the list, 
or any reporting on how the 
list is being run. Further, 
the bill does not identify any 
exceptions to this list leav¬ 
ing the question of how 
charitable organizations 
will be treated unan¬ 
swered,” said Thompson. 

Thompson supports the 
establishment of a national 
do-not call registry but be¬ 
lieves Parliament and Cana¬ 
dians should be entitled to 
see and debate the details. 

“After the bill was intro¬ 
duced the government re¬ 
vealed through a press re¬ 


lease that only after the bill 
becomes law, will the CRTC 
then consult Canadians on 
the implementation of the 
national do-not call list,” 
said Thompson. 

“The bill is too important 
to leave the particulars to 
regulations established by 
the government. Quite sim¬ 
ply, the Liberals have done 
a sloppy job in drafting this 
bill. The bill gives blanket 
authority to the CRTC to 
administer this list. We can’t 
afford another gun registry fi¬ 
asco, both in terms of cost and 
management. We need to know 
how this registry will operate 
and will it be based in sound ad¬ 
ministration principles,” con¬ 
cluded Thompson. 


It will only be a day or two after Christmas, and New 
Years when Valentines will deck the counters in the card 
departments of our stores. We seem to jump from one 
season to another, and are constantly reminded to ‘think 
of others’ to buy. We are reminded this is the time to 
send a card, flowers or chocolates to those we love. 

As I ponder this, I wonder, does it have to be a spe¬ 
cial day of the year to remind others we care, that we 
are thinking about them? Do those flowers, chocolates, 
cards have to arrive just on those so-called special times?

U.S. border opening update

The debate over science and 
economics is heating up as we 
near a partial U.S. border 
opening to Canadian Cattle 
set for March 7. 

The Ranchers-Cattlemen 
Action Legal Fund (R-CALF) 
filed a lawsuit Feb. 1 calling 
for an injunction of the USDA 
rule to reopen the border to 
live cattle under 30 months of 
age. 

R-CALF argued science, 
claiming the USDA made its 
rule without first performing 
a meaningful assessment to 
the risk to public health. 

“(The USDA) assumed the 
incidence of BSE in Canada to 
be very low with insufficient 
data, and subsequent events 
have proved that assumption 
to be overly optimistic,” the 
suit reads. 

Some senators have intro¬ 
duced bills to halt the open¬ 
ing as well, on behalf of some 
concerned constituents. 

North Dakota senator Earl 
Pomeroy introduced a bill 
Jan. 4 to keep the border 
closed saying the timing was 
bad. 

“Before we talk about re¬ 
integrating the Canadian and 
U.S. cattle markets, we need 
to regain the trading partners 
our country lost when a Ca¬ 
nadian cow with BSE was dis¬ 
covered in Washington state 
last year,” Pomeroy said in a 
news release. “This bill puts 
our priorities where they need 
to be getting our export mar¬ 
kets back.” 

With a case of variant 
CJD, the human form of Mad 
Cow Disease, confirmed last 
week in Japan, officials ex¬ 
pect the Japanese border to 
remain closed for a while. 


“They keep saying this is 
a science thing, but it’s an 
economic thing and has been 
from the start,” said Mabel 
Hamilton, chair of the Cana¬ 
dian Cattle Identification Pro¬ 
gram. “If it was about sci¬ 
ence, why would they be say¬ 
ing wait until Japan opens 
their border first?” 

A bill requires 10 per cent 
support to pass in the senate, 
something Hamilton is en¬ 
couraged by. 

“We’re not worried about 
senate bills,” said Mabel 
Hamilton, Chair of the Cana¬ 
dian Cattle Identification Pro¬ 
gram. “The senators who 
present those bills can go 
back to the people and say OI 
tried, it was those other 
guys,’ but R-CALF is what 
we’re worried about because 
their suit could stop this 
thing dead.” 

United States Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) Secre¬ 
tary Mike Johanns remained 
optimistic about a March 7 
opening at the Cattle Indus¬ 
try Annual Convention in San 
Antonio last week. 

“He strongly delivered the 
message that trade is a two- 
way street,” said Cindy 
McCreath, communications 
director of the Canadian Cat¬ 
tleman’s Association. “He 
said the U.S. needs to trade 
with us as they want to trade 
with other international mar¬ 
kets, like Japan.” 

National Cattlemen’s Beef 
Association president Jan Ly¬ 
ons agreed that the U.S. 
should set a precedent by 
opening the border, leading 
countries such as Japan to 
follow science and reopen 
their borders too. 

“People should know the 
beef products affected by this

rule are safe. Period,” Lyons 
said. 

The American Meat Insti¬ 
tute (AMI) is happy to see a 
border reopening, but doesn’t 
feel a partial opening is 
enough. 

AMI has filed its own law¬ 
suit, asking for the original 
May 2003 closure to be re¬ 
scinded, calling the restric¬ 
tions “arbitrary and capri¬ 
cious” and that they “make 
no sense from a scientific or 
health and safety perspec¬ 
tive.” 

U.S. packers have long 
been waiting for a border reo¬ 
pening so they can resume 
operations at full capacity, but 


since the closure, Canadian 
packers have increased local 
slaughterhouse capacity by 20 
per cent and new plants are 
being built in Canada. 

Mark Dopp, AMI’s General 
Counsel, said that American 
cattle producers who support 
maintaining a ban on trade 
with Canada are “taking a 
narrow-minded, short-term 
approach to what will become 
a long-term problem if funda¬ 
mental economic restructur¬ 
ing continues in the Canadian 
packing industry.” 

“Instead of behaving like 
the Hatfields and McCoys, 
which seems to be what some 
groups prefer, we need to be¬ 


have like the integrated 
North American meat indus¬ 
try that we are.” 

Dopp said claims that Ca¬ 
nadian beef and cattle are less 
safe than U.S. beef and cattle 
are “utterly irresponsible and 
unscientific.” 

“As we look across the bor¬ 
ders, we see near mirror im¬ 
ages of one another,” he said. 
“I’ve said it before and I’ll say 
it again, calling Canadian 
beef unsafe is like calling your 
twin sister ugly.” 

Alberta’s minister of Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Development 
is in Washington today to reiter¬ 
ate Alberta’s commitment to man¬ 
aging BSE.

In about 265 A.D. the mad emperor Claudius II de¬ 
cided that married men made poor soldiers because they 
did not like to leave their families and go into battle. As 
he was in need of soldiers at the time he issued an edict 
forbidding marriage. In 270 A.D. Valentine, bishop of 
Interamna, defied Claudius by inviting young couples 
to come to him and be secretly joined in matrimony. To 
defy Claudius meant certain death but when Claudius 
and the bishop met, the emperor was so impressed by 
the young priest that he offered to let him live if he would 
convert to the Roman Gods. Valentine refused to re¬ 
nounce Christianity and offered to convert the emperor 
to Christianity. On Feb. 24 270 Valentine was clubbed, 
stoned and then beheaded. 

While he was in jail, waiting to be executed, Valen¬ 
tine fell in love with the jailers blind daughter Asterius 
and through his faith, her sight was miraculously re¬ 
stored. His farewell message to her was signed, “From 
your Valentine.” 

That may have been the first and last Valentine card 
but in A.D. 496 Pope Gelasius outlawed the mid Febru¬ 
ary Lupercian festival which was an 800 year old young 
man’s rite of passage to the god Lupercus. Gelasius 
needed a “lovers” saint to replace Lupercus and Valen¬ 
tine seemed to be ideal. Gradually Lupercus fell from 
favor and February 14 became a Church holy day, St. 
Valentines Day. This became the time for Roman young 
men to offer hand written greetings of affection to la¬ 
dies they admired. The cards became “Valentines” and 
as Christianity spread so did the cards. In 1415 while 
Charles, Duke of Orleans, was a prisoner in the Tower 
of London he sent his wife a Valentine. This is the old¬ 
est surviving Valentine and it is now in the British 
Museum. 

Valentines Day and the sale of cards, candy, gifts and 
special foods offer a nice little bump to an economy that 
has been a bit flat since Christmas. Valentines Day is a 
lovely romantic time to get engaged or married, it’s a 
good opportunity to send something special to a favorite 
aunt, your grandkids or parents and it’s certainly the 
time to do something nice for the Valentine in your life. 
Restaurants do big business at Valentines and if your 
beloved offers to take you to dinner that’s wonderful, 
make reservations and polish your diamond earrings. A 
cozy evening at home is awfully nice too though, and if 
the weather is nasty nothing beats candlelight and a 
crackling fire.

27 th your libraries cel¬ 
ebrated Family Literacy Day 
- a time to enjoy reading 
with our children and en¬ 
couraging all forms of lit¬ 
eracy: print, spoken, digital. 
It was also, coincidentally, 
the anniversary of the lib¬ 
eration of the death camp at 
Auschwitz. As I listened to 
the many reports of ceremo¬ 
nies and remembrances to 
mark the occasion I was 
struck by the pleas to not 
forget and I vowed to pur¬ 
chase books for our library, 
which told their story. I also 
heard from more than one 
speaker how people the 
world over refused to hear 
the truth of what was hap¬ 
pening choosing instead to 
be swayed by Nazi propa¬ 
ganda or by one-sided news 
reports, by differing ideolo¬ 
gies, by being too afraid to 
speak up or take action. And 
then 1 remembered an inci¬ 
dent about 10 years ago, 
when a book written by 
Ernst Zundel, arguing that 
the holocaust never hap¬ 
pened, was found in our li¬ 
brary. There was an uproar 
and the book was destroyed 


by our local police before 
the board or staff could re¬ 
spond. I was on the board at 
that time and remember 
clearly a letter from the Ca¬ 
nadian Jewish Congress. 
Their stand on the conten¬ 
tious issue was that such 
writing be allowed to stay in 
our library but that it be 
catalogued correctly, not as 
“history” but under a spe¬ 
cific Dewey number for 
“Holocaust Denial”. So 
Freedom to read is not at all 
about deciding for others 
what is right, and the role 
of a public library is also 
not to make such decisions, 
but to organize and allow 
access to the information. 
You may not, I should say, 
you will not, agree with eve¬ 
rything in your library, but 
it is important that we en¬ 
courage and support a liter¬ 
ate society and that we pro¬ 
vide access to many points 
of view and manner of ex¬ 
pressing them. Please check 
out the exhibits and dis¬ 
plays, the web site and 
join us for a truly unique 
poetry experience on Febru¬ 
ary 23.

QUESTION: When discussing adolescence, why do you 
often focus your comments on parents? It’s the kids who do 
crazy things. 

I)R. DOBSON: 1 m particularly concerned about idealis¬ 
tic and perfectionist moms and dads who are determined to 
make their adolescent perform and achieve and measure up 
to the highest standards. In so doing, they rock a boat that is 
already threatened by the rapids. Perhaps another child could 
handle the additional turbulence, but the unsteady kid - the 
one who lacks common sense for a while and may even lean 
toward irrational behavior - could capsize if you're not care¬ 
ful. Don't unsettle his boat any more than you must! 

I'm reminded of a waitress who recognized me when I came 
into the restaurant where she worked. She was not busy that 
day and wanted to talk about her 12-year-old daughter. As a 
single mother, she had gone through severe struggles with 
the girl, whom she identified as being very strong-willed. 

"We have fought tooth and nail for this entire year,” she 
said. "It has been awful! We argue nearly every night, and 
most of our fights are over the same issue." 

I asked her what had caused the conflict, and she replied: 
"My daughter is still a little girl but she wants to shave her 
legs. I feel she's too young to be doing that, and she becomes 
so angry that she won’t even talk to me. This has been the 
worst year of our lives together." 

I looked at the waitress and said, "Lady, buy your daugh¬ 
ter a razor!" 

That 12-year-old was paddling into a time of life that would 
rock her canoe good and hard. As a single parent, Mom would 
soon be trying to keep this rebellious kid from getting into 
drugs, alcohol, sex and pregnancy, early marriage, school fail¬ 
ure, and the possibility of running away. Truly, there would 
be many ravenous alligators in her river within a year or 
two. In that setting, it seemed unwise to make a big deal over 
what was essentially a non-issue. While I agreed with the 
mother that adolescence should not be ushered in prematurely, 
there were higher goals than maintaining a proper develop¬ 
mental timetable. 

I have seen other parents fight similar battles over non- 
essentials such as the purchase of a first bra for a flat-chested 
preadolescent girl. For goodness' sake! If she wants it that 
badly, she probably needs it for social reasons. Run, don't 
walk, to the nearest department store and buy her a bra. 

The objective, as authors Charles and Andy Stanley have 
written, is to keep your kids on your team. Don't throw away 
your friendship over behavior that has no great moral sig¬ 
nificance. There will be plenty of real issues that require you 
to stand like a rock. Save your big guns for those crucial 
confrontations. 

Let me make it very clear, again, that this advice is not 
relevant to every teen-ager. The compliant kid who is doing 
wonderfully in school, has great friends, is disciplined in his 
conduct and loves his parents is not nearly so delicate. Per¬ 
haps his parents can urge him to reach even higher stand¬ 
ards in his achievements and lifestyle. My concern, however, 
is for that youngster who could go over the falls. He is in¬ 
tensely angry at home and is being influenced by a carload of 
crummy friends. Be very careful with him. Pick and choose 
what is worth fighting for, and settle for something less than 
perfection on issues that don't really matter. Just get him 
through it! 

QUESTION: We have a 7-year-old son who has been do¬ 
ing some pretty awful things to dogs and cats in the 
neighborhood. We've tried to stop him but not successfully. I 
wonder if there's anything to be more concerned about here. 

DR. DOBSON: Cruelty to animals can be a symptom of 
serious emotional problems in a child, and those who do such 
things repeatedly are not typically just going through a phase. 
It should definitely be seen as a warning sign that must be 
checked out. I don't want to alarm you or overstate the case, 
but early cruelty is correlated with violent behavior as an 
adult. I would suggest that you take your son to a psycholo¬ 
gist or psychiatrist for evaluation, and by all means, never 
tolerate any type of unkindness to animals.
